DIES IN HOUSE OF BIKTH.

efer to his farewell address in 1790 in 
which he declared tbe country will

He 
wained the peopleagainbt unoiTciiHive 
nd defensive allianoe with foreign 
.lowers which advice to the prenent 
lay we have succeeded in keeping.

-endcred valuable military service at 
Long 
Island 
and 
White Plains, 


whlcli won for him a position on 
Washington's Htaff, 
During the Rev- 


olution, hv found time to study an- 
*nce and government; his letteis ou 
those subjects display a remarkable 
grasp of both subjects. 


One of Hamilton's great works was 


bis work in the Constitutional Con- 
vention, On the behalf of tlie Con- 
stitution, he wrote "Wic Federal 1st," 
Iu which contained those famous es- 
kuys whidh did more tban anything 
else to help the adoption of tha Con- 
stitution. 


He was United State*Treasurer dur- 


ing Washington's administration. 


EDISON. 


At u seryeaily age, Edison con- 


ducted expei irnenta, both in obamis- 
try and with electricity. He did this 
In u baggage car between tbe times 
that he was selling papers. Boon he 
lieraine Interested In the operations of 
a telegrunb which be constantly saw 
In tbe btatiooh along tte railroad. He 
soon became quite expert In this line, 
but frequently neglected hU.piaatical 
duties for studies and experiments. 
At this time he Invented an automa- 
tic repeater by means of which a mes- 
sage c<an be transferred from one wire, 
to another without the aid of an oper- 
ator. Later when he became manages 
of a goM and slock company, ha in- 
vented the printing telegraph, that 
you now see tn every stock broker's 
office. 
He Invented the phonograph 


and 
many 
other 
Inventions. The 


French government, 
for bis great 


scientific works, has honored bin) as 
an honorary offllclal in the Legion of 
Honor. 


and tho southern dates had 
'rom the union another great task 
ay before him, that of restoring the 
union and to me\em it from falling 
nto decay. This wan truly a man's 
ask and Linooln was mun enough for 
:be job. In January, 1868, be issued 
bis famous 
decree freeing all tbe 


alavesr We know during that war 
fought by one race for the freedom o: 
another, Lincoln passed tlnough foui 
horrible years, four years of battle 
days. During these four yeurs bis 
endurance, bis fertility of resourci 
were sorely tried and never founc 
wanting. There, by hie courage, his 
justice, bis fertile counsel, bis bu- 
inanity, he stood a heroic figure li 
tlie center of a heroic time. 


BENJAMIN FHANKLIN. 


Franklin Is another striking ex- 


ampla of tbe boys who have been 
bora In humble circumstances and 
that have made good. He took a lik- 
ing to the printing buslneu 
and 


worked at tbie trade with his brother, 
James, later he went to Philadelphia, 
and set up m business for himself. 
There be published tbe Pennsylvania 
Gazette and Poor Richard's Almanac, 
these publications 
became 
widely 


known and wan for himself a high 
reputation for public bpirit. To him 
is due the credit of founding Ihe Phil- 
adelphia Library. He worked his way 
up till he was worthy of the highest 
honors which bis country could be 
stow upon him. 


In 1757 he was an ambassador 
tx 
England. Franklin was distinguished 
ID tbe scientific world by his success- 
ful experiments with electricity. Hex 


admitted to the Boyal Hoctoty, 


this Is considered one of the highest 
honors of a scientific man. He took 
a vary active part in the revolution 
against England. He was a member 
of the second Continental Congress 
and 
was one of five appointee! to 


draw up the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 
As a philosopher, he was remark- 


able for his simplicity of character, 
and for practical common s«nse. 


DANIEL WEBSTER. 


Webster was a celebrated statesman, 


jurist and orator. He was born in 
New Hampshire, a son «f a farmer. 
At an early age he became very fond 
of books and good reading. He was 
graduated at Dartmouth collega In 
1801 aftsr which he stndied law and 
was soon admitted to the bar.
